SCHOOL REPORT. 


Citizens of Campton:— 

The schools in town for the past year have been gener- 
ally successful. There have been a few cases where they 
were not as prosperous as we hoped and intended they 
should be. There are three elements that compose a school: 
the teacher, scholars, and last but not least, the parents. 

How important it is that parents should visit our schools. 
In so doing they can satisfy themselves as to the qualifica- 
tions of the teacher, and the conduct and scholarship of their 
children. It would also cause more interest and sympathy, 
the component parts of every school, They have it in their 
power to do much to assist the teachers in making the 
schools a success. Pardon us, when we say there is inclined 
to be too much jealousy and a disposition to find fault 
among the parents in some of the schools. It will not do to 

say this is human nature; it is human depravity. 
} Our teachers have conscientiously and earnestly endeay- 
ored to make their schools a success, and to furnish sound 
and useful instruction. Experienced teachers command 
good wages. If the demand to maintain the same n-mber 
of schools throughout the town continues, with the amount 
of school money, it is impossible to obtain the best and most 
practical teachers in a few of the smaller schools, if the 
proper amount of schooling is given them. The amount of 


schooling that the children get in our town is hardly suffi- 
- cient at the best, and the greatest amount scarcely gives 
them a suitable opportunity for an education upon which 
to build their character and success in life. Upon the dis- 
cipline and mental culture which we give our children de- 
pends, very largely, the position to which they may attain. 
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To the text book and class room, of course, the scholar must 
look for the principles of knowledge and of mental disci- 
pline. School days produce a great change in all, and while 
the mind is developing the character also is forming. 

This fact must never be forgotten, nor its importance 
doubted for a moment, the children in our public schools 
should be taught to know that honest, industrious habits are 
the great requisites to success. If there are scholars in any 
of our schools who pride themselves in disobeying the au- 
thority of their teacher; both the teacher and the remaining 
scholars are benefitted by their absence. Government, 
society, everything, depends upon the manhood of a people. 

Years ago the people in town were more equally settled; 
and the present location of our school houses were, no doubt, 
as they should have been at that time. How is it at the 
present time? There are two or three schools in town sus- 
tained where there are only from four to six scholars in at- 
tendance. That number of scholars in any school, alone, is 
enough to discourage any teacher, and destroy the enthus- 
iasm of the scholars. We must try and do the right thing 
in giving our children educational advantage. The pros- 
perity of a town lies to a great extent in the condition and 
pre-eminence of its schools. The location of some of our 
school houses at the present time is a disadvantage to the 
maintainance of our schools in a successful and economical 
manner, to the best interests and profit, both to townspeople 
and scholars. There are some necessary changes that must 
be made under whatever system our schools are managed. 
Some of the suggestions have already been mentioned in for- 
mer school reports, since the town system has been in vogue. 
It depends upon what law the present legislature will enact 
also upon what action the townspeople may take at the end 
of the remaining two years, when the present town system 
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expires. The house at Campton Hollow has been replaced 
by a new and comfortable house with modern seats. Owing 
to the seats for this house being miscarried and thereby 
being over two months on the road; we were unable to com- 
mence the winter term, in the new house, until January, and 
for that reason the school is now in session. ‘Three of the 
houses have been painted and several repaired during the 
past year, and the district property insured against loss by 
fire.
